It took two 
strong and industrious lads to whip 
the hail stones off the roof of our 
bise of operations. We were dodg- 
ing roof leaks all day, as were 
many others in the area hit by the 
storm, 

As hail storms go, it was a hit- 
and-miss affair, and fortunately it 
did not cover too wide an area. It 
started in the northwest and trav- 
elled eastward; most damage was 
done in an area two miles wide by 
eight miles long in the immediate 
Didsbury territory. Damages have 
been estimated from 10 to 100 per 
cent. 

The stones that fell here were 
well mixed — some slushy, some 
hard; average size they tell us was 
around one-quarter inch.

Notes From 0 


By Howard J. Fulcher 

When oats head out the ap- 
pearance of a white thread-like 
tissue instead of a kernel causes 
concern. This condition known as 
“blast” is quite common in our oat 
crops. When the head or paniele 
appears the blast condition shows 
up on the lower branches of the 
head, The time at which this hap- 
pens to the crop is just prior to the 
emergence of the head. 

It is caused by deficiency of 
moisture at this stage of the oat 
plants growth. Other factors can 
also cause blast such as lack of 
soi] nutrients, hot dry weather or 
leaf injury from disease, insects, 
ete. 

It is simply not enough food or 
moisture for the plant and by na- 
ture it produces so many good ker- 
nels resulting in no development of 
lower spikelets. The upper spike- 
lets develop full kernels as they are 
more advanced in maturity. 

Some varietieS are less effected 
than others, generally early mature 
ing ones are less susceptible, The 
latter varieties with their larger 
heads cannot always get sufficient 
food and moisture to develop com- 
pletely. The loss in yield is diffi- 
cult to measure as late maturing 
varieties such as Victory which 
is subject to blast is 
heavy yields. If blast was not pre- 
vented more kernels would’ be 
produced but they perhaps would 
not be so large or plump. 

Blast may indicate when it is 
present and there is ample mois- 
ture available a lack of sufficient 
plant foods in the soil. It is not a 
disease condition such as many we 
are familiar with; it is nature’s 
way of eliminating extra kernels to 
produce as many good kernels as 
the climate and conditions warrant.
